County clerk pleads guilty

Everyone can have 
their day in court if need¬ 
ed. That goes for Powell 
County Clerk Rhonda 
Allen Barnett too. 

Barnett was in Powell 
District Court Tuesday 
morning to answer an alco¬ 
hol intoxication charge. 
She pleaded guilty to the 
charge and will complete 
that in writing. 

Barnett was arrested 
and charged after show¬ 
ing up at the Powell 
County Detention Center 
in the early hours of Dec. 
23. Police say that she 
had gone to the jail to 
bond out a friend. 

When officers arrived

at the jail Barnett was 
reportedly unstable on 
her feet and failed field 
sobriety tests. A portable 
breathalyzer test indicat¬ 
ed her alcohol level was 
.132. 


She was taken into 
custody, sent to the 
Montgomery County 
Regional Detention cen¬ 
ter and released a couple 
of hours later. 

Following the incident 
Barnett issued a state¬ 
ment to the Times. “I 
apologize to anyone I 
have offended and I would 
appreciate your prayers 
and support,” she stated. 

Barnett’s guilty plea on 
the misdemeanor charge 
means she will have to 
pay a $25 fine and $153 
in court cost. Like any 
other person facing the 
same charge, the fine and 
additional costs are to be 
paid within 30 days.

If you travel any at all 
you will find businesses 
that will allow you to actu¬ 
ally drive through their 
building to obtain various 
goods. Those businesses 
sell items legally. But 
last week officers found 
another type of “drive- 
thru” business on Frames 
Branch just south of Clay 
City that was illegal. 

Powell County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers and his 
department joined with 
Kentucky State Police 
to look into some anony¬ 
mous calls about a barn 
where people allegedly 


could drive into and pur¬ 
chase alcohol and mari¬ 
juana. The tips became 
fact when the officers 
found Justin Goodwin, 
19, of Clay City, and Ryan 
Goodwin, 22, also of Clay 
City, in the barn last 
Wednesday afternoon. 
They also found approxi¬ 
mately six ounces of mar¬ 
ijuana, Bud Light and 
Kessler. Justin Goodwin 
admitted to selling the 
items and Rogers stated 
that he had some records 
indicating he had been 
selling them for some 
time. 

“He told us that he sold 
about a pound (of mari¬ 
juana) a week and that is 
easy to believe,” Rogers 


said. 

When officers arrived 
they spoke to a man later 
identified as an uncle to 
the men in the barn. “He 
told us there was mari¬ 
juana in the barn. Rogers 
and the other officers 
went to the barn to look 
into the complaints and 
tips they had received. 

“Upon arriving to inves¬ 
tigate the complaints and 
walked into the doorway 
of the barn we could smell 
a very strong odor com¬ 
ing from inside the barn,” 
Rogers stated.

announced funding for eight projects 
that encourage and enable children to 
walk or bicycle safely to school. 

The program, Safe Routes to School 
(SRTS), is federally funded but adminis¬ 
tered by the Office of Local Programs in 
the Kentucky Transportation Cabinet's 
Department of Rural and Municipal 
Aid.

Domestic sends one to hospital, 
two Clay City residents to jail

A late night domestic 
disturbance sent one per¬ 
son to the hospital and 
both parties to jail. 

Police received a call 
about a fight at a home 
located on Frames Branch 
Road in Clay City just 
before 2 a.m. last Thursday 
morning. Officers from the 
Powell County Sheriff's 
Office and Stanton Police 
Department answered the 
call. Upon arriving they 
found Joyce Johnson and 
Edward C. Pence at the 
home. Police say it was 
obvious that some alter¬ 
cation had taken place. 

Johnson had suffered 
cuts to her face and head 
and had a possible broken 


nose. Pence suffered from 
cuts to his face. Both par¬ 
ties told officers that the 
other had hit, punched 
and kicked them. Johnson 
claimed that she had 
been hit with a hair dryer. 
Police say the couple was 
involved in an “intimate 
relationship.” 

Both were offered 
treatment at the scene 
by Powell County EMS 
workers, but refused. 
Johnson and Pence were 
arrested and taken to the 
Powell County Detention 
Center. After arriving 
there Johnson asked for 
an ambulance. And one 
was sent to the jail. 

Before being loaded into 
the ambulance Powell 
County Deputy Derek 
Townsend asked Johnson 
if she had anything on 
her that he should know 


about and she stated 
she did not. However, 
Deputy Jailer Melissa 
Jones searched Johnson 
before she was put into 
the ambulance and found 
what was identified as a 
“roach” or marijuana cig¬ 
arette in Johnson's front 
pant pocket. 

Johnson, 44, was 
charged with assault 
fourth degree-domestic 
violence, possession of 
marijuana and second 
degree promoting contra¬ 
band. She was treated at 
the hospital and returned 
to the jail. Pence, 64, was 
charged with assault 
fourth degree-domestic 
violence. 

Both were in Powell 
District Court last Friday 
for arraignment on the 
charges.

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State Sen. Jensen: Hoping to make 
state a 'better home' for our children

The first week of the 2012 Session 
was a combination of the ceremonial 
and the new. We gaveled in on Tuesday 
of last week with the traditional estab¬ 
lishment of the membership of the 
Senate and approval of our chamber's 
rules. Over 200 bills have already been 
filed in the General Assembly and will 
start making their way through the 
committee process beginning in earnest 
this week. 

On Wednesday the Governor gave his 
State of the Commonwealth address. 
He spoke of the challenges facing the 
Commonwealth but, unfortunately I 
didn’t hear any concrete proposals to 
solve them. 

For example, he brought up tax reform 
and expanded gambling with no details 
to what these two complex policy posi¬ 
tions would mean to the tax-payer. 

While it is good that he is acknowl¬ 
edging the weakness of our job climate 
at the beginning of his second term, 
his proposal to bring together a task 
force to offer recommendations is not 
constructive. We have had numerous 
studies done already. I have no idea who 
will be on the tax force or what their 
qualifications will be. 

Last year, the Senate proposed that 
a group of independent tax experts and 
economists, not just study the issue, but 
rewrite the entire tax code. Kentucky 
has the highest effective personal income 
tax rate of our surrounding states. That 
is a fact. What we need is a code that 
will create wealth through more jobs, 
not the redistribution of wealth. 

The Governor also focused on the 
expansion of gambling. Again, there 
was no proposal although I understand 
that he is looking at a possibility of nine 
casinos around the state. The details 
remain elusive. The people need to be 
informed of all the pros and cons of any 
proposal in an open and transparent 
way. 

The Senate has offered bipartisan 
solutions for the above challenges. But 
we are only one chamber in one branch 
of state government. We stand ready 
to work with the Governor where we 
can. I certainly hope that I will be able 
to look back four years from now and 
reflect that he was a governor who had 
a productive vision for Kentucky and I 
was able to partner with him to achieve 
a better home for our children and 


grandchildren. 

This week, the Senate will be look¬ 
ing at redistricting as we work toward 
the goal of cohesive and balanced 
voter districts that meet all the legal 
requirements of equal representation in 
Frankfort and Washington, D.C. 

In the upcoming weeks, I look forward 
to addressing the abuses of pseudoephed- 
rine throughout the Commonwealth and 
finding solutions to eliminate metham- 
phetamine labs. 

This is a very brief overview of how 
things look in the opening days of this 
session. It is much too early to predict 
all of the more than 1,000 bills we will 
consider before the final gavel falls in 
April. I will continue to write each 
week about the work we’re doing in the 
Senate. But there are many other ways 
to stay informed about the legislature, 
as well. 

The Kentucky Legislature Home 
Page, www.lrc.ky.gov, provides informa¬ 
tion on each of the Commonwealth’s 
senators and representatives, including 
our phone numbers, addressees, and 
committee assignments. The site also 
provides a bill tracking service, and 
committee meeting schedules.

Some of the neat points 
in this year’s Farmer’s 
almanac included: the 
1852 Work Rules of the 
Burnleys Cotton Mill 
Office in Chicago, Illinois. 
It mentioned that clerical 
staff must provide their 
own pens and they were 
encouraged to bring four

pounds of coal each day 
during the winter to heat 
their stoves for warmth. 

They were not allowed 
to crave or use tobacco, 
wines or any other spir¬ 
its, nor were they allowed 
to snack on food unless 
between 11:30 and 12:00 
Noon. They were also not 
allowed to talk during 
business hours. 

Daily prayers were 
offered each morning 
before work started and 
no member of the staff 
could leave the room 
without the permission 
from Mr. Rogers. My how 
things have changed 
since 1852! 

Another Almanac nov¬ 
elty is the fact that there 
will be a “Blue Moon” 
in 2012. A blue moon is 
more commonly known 
as the second full moon 
in a month, which is rare 
and where you hear the 
term, “Once in a Blue 
Moon”. The blue moon 
will appear for all of us to 
see on Aug. 31. 

There will be an eclipse 
of the sun this year on 
May 20, but only our 
friends in California, 
Oregon and Utah will see 
it. Those guys on the 
far west always get the 
goodies! 

This Almanac is also 
filled with lots of other 
maybe useless trivia like 
when to plant seedbeds 
in March, when to kill 
weeds in July and that 
the best day to hunt in 
February will be on Feb. 
13. The Almanac’s gesta¬ 
tion table tells me our 
eggs will hatch in 21 
days, my cats can have 
kittens in 63 days and 
that the average life span 
of a donkey is 45 years. 
That is such great news 
for me! 

While I don’t have 
almanacs to share with 
everyone, I would be 


happy to share this infor¬ 
mation with anyone dur¬ 
ing the course of the year. 
I always keep one near 
my phone in case any¬ 
one wants to know the 
best day to dig post holes 
or castrate their calves. 
Happy New Year to you 
and yours! 

Emerald Ash Borer 
found in more 
Kentucky Counties 

It seems that many of 
those bright purple boxes 
you saw hanging in trees 
in our area have been 
reviewed over the past 
several weeks and borers 
were found in even more 
counties of Kentucky. 
The borer, an invasive 
insect pest of ash trees 
has now been confirmed 
in Anderson, Boyle, 
Bracken, Garrard, Hardin 
and Scott counties for 
2011. Previously borers 
were confirmed in Boone, 
Kenton, Boyd, Fayette, 
Jessamine, Franklin, 
Henry, Owen, Shelby, 
Woodford, Greenup, 
Campbell, Jefferson and 
Oldham counties. 

The borer, seen pri¬ 
marily as a small, dark 
metallic green beetle 
attacks all species of ash 
trees and feeds on leaves, 
but does most of its dam¬ 
age as a borer, burrowing 
into the bark of the tree 
and destroys the trees 
ability to take up water 
and nutrients, gradually 
killing it. Gradual tree 
death, from the top down 
are the first signs of this 
problem. 

While the Emerald Ash 
borer has not yet been 
confirmed in Powell and 
surrounding counties, 
it probably is, or will be 
confirmed soon. Travelers 
in Kentucky will again 
see those purple boxes 
hanging in trees again 
this summer, as the state 



Entomology department 
plans to continue trap¬ 
ping and surveying at 
least one more season . 
The borer first appeared 
in Kentucky in 2009, 
and has the potential to 
completely take out all 
Ash trees in the state of 
Kentucky.

Spring Calving Herd 

Prepare for calving 
season 

Prepare a calving area 
and equipment: 

• Well-lighted pen bed¬ 
ded with clean straw 

• Facilities to warm 
chilled calves (warming 
box, truck cab, heat lamp, 
etc.) 

• Puller and chains 

• Eartags and applica¬ 
tor 

• Frozen colostrum or 
commercial colostrum 
supplement 

• Oral calf feeder 

• Iodine for calf’s navel 

• Record book 

• Scales (optional) 

• Arrange for enough 
labor to assist during the 


calving period. 

• Obtain a cow-calf 
record book from your 
county Extension office or 
KCA and use it to record 
calving information. 

Mature dry cows’ needs 
are minimal if they are 
in the desired body con¬ 
dition. Consider protein 
supplementation if hay is 
much below 10% crude 
protein. 

Keep replacement heif¬ 
er calves gaining enough 
to reach their “target” 
weight (65% mature wt.) 
by the start of the breed¬ 
ing season. 

Considerations for 
All Cattle 

• Feed hay in areas 
where mud is less of a 
problem. 

• Increase feed intake 
as the temperature 
drops. 

• Provide clean water 
at all times. Be aware of 
frozen pond hazards. 

Fall Calving Herd 
Breeding season 
ends 

• Cows nursing calves 
need 25-30 pounds of 
good quality hay, or its 
equivalent, throughout 
the breeding season. 

• Remove bulls Jan. 20 


to end the breeding sea¬ 
son and for last calves to 
be born by Nov. 1. 

• Consider creep feed¬ 
ing to add extra pounds 
since fall calves need 
more than just their 
dams milk for maximum 
growth. Maintain high 
quality forage for cows 
for good body condition, 
milk production, and calf 
gains. 

• Finish castrations, 
dehorning and implant¬ 
ing. 

• Provide clean wind¬ 
breaks and shelter for 
young calves 

Forages 

• Prepare for pasture 
renovation by purchasing 
seeds, inoculant, etc. and 
getting equipment ready. 

• Determine the need 
for N fertilization of 
selected grass pasture 
fields for early spring 
growth. 

• Assess hay quality 
and inventory. 

• Allocate hay feeding 
based on animal needs 
and hay quality. 

• Determine varieties 
to be used for renovation. 

• Plan pasture utili¬ 
zation strategy (fencing, 
water, shade).

And every kind and helpful 
act of that dear friend was, and is, remembered and 
deeply appreciated. 

On a recent occasion, I met that friend, and we 
had an opportunity to engage in a delightful and 
extended conversation. During that pleasant expe¬ 
rience with that special friend, I remembered all of 
the wonderful acts of kindnesses and helpfulness 
and took the opportunity to express my deepest 
gratitude to my friend for all of those wonderful and helpful acts of kindness 
with which our lives had been so richly blessed. With a shrug of the shoulders and 


an expression that, to me, indicated genuine humility, my friend passed it off by 
saying, “Oh, it was nothing.” 

After searching for appropriate words to reply to my friend, I said, “And what 
may have been nothing to you sure was something to us. You blessed our lives, and 
we will never forget the multitude of wonderful acts of kindness and helpfulness 
that you have done for us.” 

That, I assume, is a normal reaction, for perspective means much in any, and 
every, situation, and the circumstance faced gives each individual a different 
perspective; therefore little to one person can, and often does, become much to 
another person. Under almost every circumstance, the sincere purveyor of good 
deeds and kind acts will always and with a deep sense of humility views those 
good deeds from one perspective, while the recipient, truly grateful for them, will 
always views them from an entirely different perspective.
